About the Roycroft Name and Trade-Mark 


Rom about 1650 to 1690, in the city of London, two 
Ff brother mastercraftsmen, Samuel and Thomas Roy- 
croft, printed and bound beautiful books. In choosing 
the name for the Shops, Elbert Hubbard had these 
men in mind—printing and binding books being the 
first industry here. 

But beyond this, the word has a special significance 
meaning ‘' King’s Craft '’—King’s Craftsmen being the 
term used in the Guilds of the Middle Ages, for workers 
who achieved a high degree of skill, men who made things 
for the King. From the very beginning, the watch-word 
of the Roycroft Shops has been, * Not how cheap, but 
how good.”’ To that end, Roycroft products have always 
been, and still are, made almost entirely by hand, with 
the pride of the old-time craftsmen in their work. 

The Roycroft Mark, excepting the R, was first used by 
Cassiodorus, a Benedictine monk, who lived in the 
Middle Ages, to identify the beautiful illumined manu- 
script copies he made of the Bible. The careful, pains- 
taking copying—letter by letter, word by word, chap- 
ter by chapter—entirely by hand—required many, 
many months: but it was a religious duty and privilege. 
This mark, a circle representing Infinity and Unity and 
the cross, representing a religious duty and privilege, 


placed at the end of each book, meant one more 
beautiful piece of work ‘‘ the best he knew how.”’ 
When we adopted this mark we divided the circle into 
three parts signifying Faith, Hope and Love and added 
the ‘‘R’’ to stand for Roycrofters, and in much that 
same spirit that enthused Cassiodorus it is placed on the 
many beautiful things ‘‘ Hand-Made ”’ at the Roycroft 
Shops.

In fact, after the expulsion of the Moors 
from Spain, modeled leather work became one of 
the chief industries of the Netherlands. With the 
general decline of art throughout Europe, leather 
modeling degenerated; unskilful workmen and the 
use of cheap material gave the art its death blow, 
and finally in the Eighteenth Century it practically 
disappeared. 
An old Spanish author, writing on this subject half 
- a century ago, expressed the hope that the industry 
which had brought such renown to Cordova and 
such prosperity to many other communities, might 
be revived. 
It has been revived—not at eCord ova, but at Roycroft.
